Much that we have heard is totally unfit for 
publication in a respectable newspaper.

The Herald's Army of tbe Potomac corres- 
pondent yf tbe 15th, says: Information re- 
ceived yesterday. states that the enemy ie 
massing a large body of troc ps on the left of 
Gen. Warren. To ascertain the truth of this. 
& reconnoiseance was ordered to be made at 
an early hour thie morning. The force selec- 
ted for the purpose, consisted of the 4th and 
16th Penn. cavalry, under the command ol 
Lieut. Col. Robinsen of the Ist Penn. batallion 
commanded by Mujor Fulls, and supported by 
a brigade of infantry under Gen. Baxter of 
the Sth corps. The cavalry left camp at 2 
o clock this morning, reaching the Weldon 
railroad at daylight. and at once moved out to 
the front by the Vaughan road. A distance of 
a mile and a half brought them to the forks of 
the road, one of which led to Petersburg, and 
the other to the left, in the direction of Reams’ 
station. The first reconnoissance was made 
in the direction of Petersburg. The pickets 
ofthe enemy were driven in for a mile or 
more, when the command returned and moved 
in the opposite direction.

The Herald’s correspondent says: The tele- 
graphic construetion corps, engaged in put- 
ting up wire between this place and Fort Pow- 
battan, numbering forty men, under Wm. Mc- 
Intosh, were captured with six wagons and 
thirty-six mules. Twenty miles of wire was 
atso captured. Only three of the party are 
known to have escaped. 


Chicago, Sept. 19th. 


Advices from Rio Grande furnish infurma- 
tion of a fight at Brownsville, in which the 
French, rebels, Mexicans and Federala were 
engaged. The facts appear to be as follows: 
On the morning of the Gth a French force of 
5,000 moved out of Bagdad and commenced 
the ascent of the Rio Grande for the purpose 
of attacking Matamoras. The march was un- 
interrupted until her reached a point oppo- 
site White Runche, where they met Cortinas 
with a Mexican force prepared to contest their 
advance. An artillery duel ensued, reaulting 
in the French retiring in confusion, closely 
followed for three miles. When coming to the 
chapparel they made a stand, where Cortinas 
again opened on them with shot and shell. 
While engaged at this point the rebel com- 
mander at Brownarilie (Col. Ford) came down 
the Texas side Of o Grande with a large 
drove of cattle for the French and seeing his 
Confederaey friends engaged with Cortinas, 
promptly espoused their canse and opened on 
the Mexteans’ rear. Seeing this, the French 
army charged on the Mexicans, but were driv- 
en back in divorder to the cover of the chap- 

arel. About this time the 91st Illinois, xt 

razos Santiago, bearing the firing on the Rio 
Grande, were ordered to march to the scene 
of action immedistely.' On their arrival they 
pitched into Ford, driving him five miles and 
capturing his camp equipage and about thirty 
stand of arms. Meantime Cortinas succeeded 
in putting the Imperialists to flight and drove 
themto Boco del Rio. 

As bis aritilery could not compete with their 
heavy ordnance on shipboard, he withdrew 
his ; Arn tothe White rancho and crossed 
600 of his men inte Texas. where they lav on 
their arms during the night by the side of the 
American troops. No sooncr had Cortinas 
croseed the river than he lowered his flag and 
hoisted the stars and stripes, which was greet- 
ed enthusiastically by the Mexicnn soldiers as 
well as the Americans. Onthe 9th Cortinas 
followed Ford to the old battle field of MNesaca 
de la Palma, where he rested his troops for the, 
night, while Ford fell back to Brownsville. 
Cortinas immediately dispatched a courier to 
Matamoras with orders for the forces there tu 
prepare to move immediately. 

Eurly the next morning 8,500 Mexicans 
moved up the Rio Graade, crossed the river 
and came down the Texas side, attacking 
Brownsville simultaneottsly with Cortinas. 
The struggle resulted in the defeat of the 
rebels, who were driven from the town. and 
Cortinas taking ion. The rebel retreat 
was so hasty that they left their flag flying 
from several public buildings. The Stars and 
Strips were hoisted amid enthusiastic cheering. 


Tae Late Mysterious Murpxr on Kerx 
River.—The Pajaro (Cal.) Times of the 3d. 
September, remarks: 


The bones and skull of Thomas M. Heston, 
formerly a resident of Visalia, who was sup- 
posed to have been murdered about fourteen 
months ago, was found eight miles east of 
Roberta & Weldon’s ranch, South Fork ot 
Kern river. The skull and some private pa- 
pers and letters, and four false teeth, set in 
gold, were produced and identified, at the 
coroner's inquest. who rendered a verdict that 
be was murdered by some white man or men 
unknown, at the place where the remuine 
were found. A gentieman who resided at 
Visalia at the time gives us the following par- 
ticulars: About eigtheen months ago, at 
Visalia, Mr. Heston bad some trouble with Dr. 
James Roberts—cause, family affairs. He 
notified Dr. Roberts to leave the place within 
three days. The notice was not complied 
with, and the parties met in the street at the 
expiration of the time, and each party ex- 
changed six shots within the apace of two 
minutes—neither party injured. Roberts 
means of defense now being exhausted, a 
pistol! was handed Heston by a brother-in-law. 
which did the killing of Roberts. Heston was 
acquitted but bis life was threatened. About| 
two months afterwards he departed for Owens 
river, and on bis return from that place was 
killed by sowe unfriendly hand—the secret of 
the doer ‘will, perbaps, remain with bimself | 
ead his God.
